The_farm population of the United States, the Department 


of Agriculture reports, produces almost three children to every 
two in an urb'an population of the same size. Thus it is found 
that the 30,000,000 people, living on^ farms include about 
7,700,000 children under ten ^ars of age, while a similar pop- 
ulation in the cities includes only 5,700,000. 


'After the age of ten this disparity diminishes, until at the 


age of 20 the proportion of country and city children for a 
given ^population is about the same. It is the result of farm 
boys and girls moving cityward. 


Here is new evidence of the old truth that the greatest crop 


produced on American farms is children. Numbersalone would 
prove nothing, but the importance and value of the crop is 
shown in the steady, insatiable demand for it in the cities, and 
by the success these recruits achieve in the competition with 
the city-bred children. It is the -farms that furnish, year after 
year the fresh blood, brains and ideals without which the city 
would stagnate. 


Viewed in one way, this means opportunity for the country 


boys and girls. But it -alsojneans profit to the city at the ex- 
pense of the country. As Dr. Galpin of the Department of Ag- 
riculture puts ft, "Farms bear the heavy cost of raising and 
educating children and delivering the finished product to city." 
It is well for city folks to remember this, along with the other 
services rendered by the rural sections for an inadequate re- 
turn.

States ought to be urged to study a good Atlas before he 
chooses its name. A number of favorite names have been con- 
siderably overworked in days past. 


In fact, according to the Postoffice Department, there are 


i nthis country 43 names which have been used more than 20 
times each in naming communities. As listed, they are Frank- 
lin, used 31 times; Clinton, 30; Chester and Arlington, 29; 
Washigton, 28; Troy, Salem, Madison, Marion, Manchester 
and Clayton, 27; Glenwood, Kingston and Newport, 26; Ash- 
land, Centerville and Cleveland, 25; Auburn, Dover, Hillsboro 
Lincoln, Springfield, Warren and Union, 24; Greenville and 
Wilson 23; Belmont, Dayton, Canton, Eureka, Liberty; Mil- 
ford and Plymouth, 22; Burlington and Lebanon, 21; Portland 
Lexington, Jamestown, Hudson and Danville, each 20.

If that story is true, there is more wrong in that school than 


one defaced grade register. There is misunderstanding as to 
the purpose of grades. There is lack of sympathy and under- 
standing between teacher and failing pupils. There is lack of 
co-operation between teacher and~parents. There is poor teach- 
ing. 


When children fail in school there is a reason for it. Fortu- 


nately for the present and coming generations of school child- 
ren, parents and educators generally recognize that fact. Ill 
health, insufficient nourishment, insufficient sleep physical de- 
fects of one sort or another, unhappy home^environment, a 
wrong spirit in the school, are all factors contributing to fail- 
ure in grade school work. A just and wise punishment should 
of course, be meted out to the children who destroyed the rec- 
ords. At the same time, something should be done to find out 
exactly why those youngsters were failing and why they were 
unable to face their failure squarely and honestly. And then 
those causes should be removed.

Housewives will be glad to know that 
by its adroit use they can prevent coal 
dust from so completely penetrating 
the house at the time the winter's fuel 
supply is being delivered. The fan, to 
do this, should be placed upon a chair 
or box faced toward an open cellar 
window or outside door in such a man- 
ner that it will send a current of air 
across the descending coal. ^Be sure, 
however, to close all other windows 
and, perhaps^ keep them closed a little 
while after the fuel has been delivered.

our church, and our community. The

churches have been most cordial, while 
the., contacts with various comimunlly 
activities have been very, valuable.
